comprises two parts, Part A detailed analytical note supported by a number of inset tables based on 
Census and non Census data in relation to infrastructure and Part B - Village and Town Directories as well

FOREWORD 


The district census handbook (DCH) compiled by the Census Organisation on behalf of the State 
Government is one of the most valuable products of the Census The DCH is constanly referred to by 
planners administrators academicians and researchers It is inter aha used for delimitation of constitu¬ 
encies, formulation of"' >0al le\ el and regional plans and as an aid to District administration The district 
census handbook is the only publication which provides Primary Census Abstract (PCA) data upto village 
level for the rural areas and wardwise for each city or town It also provides data on infrastructure and 
amenities m villages and towns etc 

The district census handbook series was initiated during the 1951 Census It contained important 
census tables and PCA for each village and town of the district During 1961 Census the scope of the 
DCH was enlarged and it contained a descriptive account of the district administrative statistics census 
tables and a village and town directory including PCA The 1971 DCH series was planned m three parts 
Part A related to village and town directory Part B to village and town PCA and Part-C comprised 
analytical report, administrative statistics district census tables and certain analytical tables based on PCA 
and amenity data m respect of villages However m some states it was confined to district Cwnsus tables 
and in a few cases altogether given up due to delay m compilation and printing 

While designing the format of 1981 DCH series some new features along with the restructuring of 
the formats of village and town directory have been attempted At the same time comparability with the 
1971 data has also been kept in view All the amenities except power supply in the village have been 
brought together in the village directory with the instruction that in case an amenity is not available in the 
refferrent village the distance m broad ranges from the nearest place where the amenity is available may be 
given The restructuring of the format of the village directory and inco r poratmg more exhaustive data on 
infrastructure aspect particularly m relation to amenities and land use pattern is expected to further meet 
the need of micro level planning for rural areas It is expected to help not only in local area planning but 
regulating the provision of goods and services as well so as to minimising the regional imbalances m the 
process of development A few new items of information have also been introduced to meet some of the 
requirements of the Revised Minimum Needs Programme Such new items of information as adult literacy 
centres, primary health subcentres and community health workers m the village have been introduced in 
the village directory with this objective m mind The new item on approach to the village is to have an 
idea about the villages m the district which are inaccessible A new column, 4 total population and number 
of household has been introduced to examine the correlation of the amenities with the population and 
number of households they serve Addition of two more appendices listing the villages where no amenities 
are available and according to the proportion of scheduled caste and scheduled tribe population to the total 
population has also been made with this view m mind 

The formats of the town directory have also been modified to meet the requirements of the Minimum 
Needs P ogramme by providing information on a few new items A new statement on civic and other 
amenities m slums m Class I and Class II towns (Statement IV A) has been introduced with this objective 
in mind It is expected that this will help the planners to chalk out programmes on provision of civic 
amenities for the impro\ement of slums The columns on Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes population 
in Statement IV relating to civic and other amenities and adult literacy classes/centres under educational 
facilities m statement V are also added inter aha with this view A significant addition is class of town 
m all the seven statements of the town directory The infrastructure of amenities in urban areas of the 
country can be best analysed by taking the class of towns into consideration The addition of the columns 
on civic administration status and population in a few statements also serves this purpose 
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The format of the primary census abstract for the villages and towns has been formulated m the 
light of changes in the economic and other questions canvassed through the individual slip of 1981 Census 

In order to avoid delay in publication of 1981DCH series it has been so designed tnat Part A of 

the volume contains village and town directory and Part B the PCA of villages and towns including the 

Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes PCA upto Taluk/Town levels At the beginning of the DCH a 
detailed analytical note supported by a number of inset tables based on PCA anH mym'mrn { 
relation to the infrastructure has been introduced to enhance its value The fat and taluk/town 
level maps depicting the boundaries and other important features have been inserted at appropriate places, 
to further enhance the value of the publication

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HISTORY 


Rangareddi district comprises of erstwhile 
Hyderabad (rural) district which was formed on 15th 
August 1978 by caning out some portion of Hyderabad 
urban taluk and the merger of the rural and urban 
areas of the remaining taluks of Hyderabad district 
Therefore the history of Rangareddi is no other than 
the history of Hyderabad which is detailed here 

The history of Hyderabad district was inextricably 
bound up with the rise and fall of various kingdoms 
which flourished m the Deccan duting the medieval 
and modern times The Kakatiyas of Warangal were 
the first important rulers of this part of the country 
between 1150 1323 Muhammad bin Tughlak who broke 
the Kakativa power m 1323 held sway for sometime 
after which the royal couit of the Bahmam Sultans 
held the Deccan for about two centuues On their 
decline the Band Shahi Kingdom rose to power which 
for unknown reasons dwindled by about 1609 Then 
came the famous QutubShahis of Golconda (1512 1687) 
whose rule opened a glorious chapter in the annals of 
Hyderibad It was m the leign of the fifth descendant 
of this dynasty Muhammad Quh that the nucleus of 
the Hyderabad city, renowned foi its magnificent 
mansions had been laid in 1589 However towards the 
close of the 17th centuiy the foi tress of Golconda fell 
to the swo d of Aurangzeb (1687) who made it a part 
and paicel of the Mughal Empne and nominated Chin 
Kalich khan (Asaf Jah) as Subedar of the Deccan, who 
in turn made himself the master of the Deccan after 
inflicting a signal defeat on Mubariz Khan who was 
secretly mstiucteu by the Mughal Emperor m the fam 
ous battle of Shakarhheda fought on the 11th October 
1724 This battle which was renamed Fathkhera 
by the Nizam ul Mulk marks the establishment of the 
Asaf Jabi Dynasty and with it the establishment of an 
autonomous Deccan It also marks the end of the 
Medieval period in the history of the Deccan and the 
commencement of the Modern period which was 
identical with the end of the Mughal hegemony and 
the definite establishment of the Asaf Jahi rule The 
State and the dynasty so founded by Asaf Jah I had 
witnessed many eventful things in the evolution of the 
Hyderabad State He also instituted the title of the 


Nizam which had become since then the hereditary 
and dynastic title of the successive rulers of this State 
and thus he became the founder of the house of the 
Nizams (1724) Thereafter the district remained a part 
of the Nizam s Dominions until it became a part of 
the Indian Union m 1948 It was finally merged in the 
enlarged State of Andhra Pradesh on the 1st November, 
1956 when the Sovereign independent Republic of India 
implemented the States Reorganisation Act with a 
view to redrawing the political map of India delimiting 
and alienating the boundaries of the States so as to 
held together the people speaking the same language 

The early history of the Deccan of which the 
distuct formed a pait is given below 

Early Hindu Period In pre histone times the 
great Dravidian lace occupied Southein India including 
a major portion of the Deccan Plateau It is uncertain 
when the Aryans invaded the Deccan The empire of 
Asoka (273 231 BC) however seems to have had 
control over the whole of Berar and a consideiable 
portion of the Deccan plateau The Andhras were the 
next kings who ruled the Deccan They are mentioned 
in the Asokan inscriptions but their rise to power dates 
from about 220 B C Gradually extending their sway 
from Krishna delta they soon possessed an empire 
reaching to Nasik This dyrasty seems to have come 
to an end in the thud century A D but the reasons 
for the collapse are little known The Pallavas who 
ruled South of Krishna might have extended their 
power to this region The next dynasty of importance 
is that of the Chalukyas who rose to power in 
Bijapur district by about 550 A D and founded an 
empire spreading east and west across the Peninsula 
with their capital at Kalyam Pulakesin II (608 642 
AD) ruled practically the whole of India south of 
Narbada river and even came into contact with Harsha 
Vardhana of Kanuj Throughout their period of 
supremacy the Chalukyas were at war with the Pallavas 
In the middle of eighth century the Chalukyas were 
displaced by the Rashtrakutas of Malkhed in Gulbarga 
district About 973 A D, the Chalukyan dynasty was 
restored and for nearly 200 years maintained its position,

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mspite of fierce struggles with the Cholas and Hoyasalas 
of Dorasamudra The Chalukya power fell about 
1189 A D to the Hoyasalas and Yadavas the latter 
of whom established themselves at Deogiri The 
Yadavas were the last great Hindu ruleis of Deccan, 
for Vijayanagar Kingdom which was founded half a 
century later after the advent of the Muhammadans, 
ne\ er acquired much sway in the Deccan proper 

Muhammadan Period Alla ud dm Khilji 
led the first Muhammadan expedition into the Deccan 
in 1294 against the Yadava ruler of Deogiri and 
coerced him into submission In 1296 he assassinated 
his own uncle and seized the throne and sent an 
expedition to Deogiri His first expedition was 
despatched m 1303 against the Kakatiya kings of 
Waiangal who had established themselves there 
since the middle of the 12th century This having 
failed he sent a second expedition under Malik 
Kafurm 1309 which lesulted m the submission of 
the Raja who agreed to pay tribute Muhammad 
bin Tughlak conducted a later campaign against 
Warangal and finally broke the Kakatiya power in 
1323 In 1310 Malik Kafur was sent against the 
Hoyasah Raja of Dorasamudra (llelebid m Mysore) 

In 1318 when riarpal the Deogiri ruler rebelled he 
was defeated and put to death and with him the 
Yadava dynasty ended When Muhammad bin 
Tughlak ascended the throne in 1325 at Delhi the 
Muhammadans were masters of the Deccan from 
North to South, the Chief Rajas of Telangana 
acknowledged their sway and paid tribute He 
changed the name of Deogiri to Daulatabad and made 
it his capital A few years later the Imperial Governors 
of the Deccan revolted resulting m the establishment 
of the Babmam dynasty Zafar Khan who styled 
himself as Ah ud dm Hasan Shah Gangu founded 
this line and having taken possession of the Deccan 
provinces including Bidar and Gulbarga he made the 
latter place his capital and commenced to reign from 
1347 AD The Bahmam Kingdom extended from 
Berar m the north to the left bank of the Tungabhadra 
m the south and from Dabal on the west coast to 
Telangana tracts m the east After the fall of this 
dynasty the Band Shahi dynasty came into power 
Amir Band who assumed sole charge of the affairs of 
the Bahmam kingdom after the downfall of the Bahmam 
dynasty had many vicissitudes and constant wars with 
the rulers of Bijapur and Berar and he died m Daulata¬ 
bad m 1538 He was succeeded by his son All Band 
who was the first to assume the title of Shah In 1565 he 


marched along with the other Deccan kings against 
the Rajas of Vijayanagar and m the memorable battle 
of Tallikota the Vijayanagar ruler was defeated and 
his fate sealed All Band died m 1582 and he was 
succeeded by three other kings The Qutub Shahi 
dynasty next came into prominence Qutub ul Mulk 
Sultan Kuli a Tuik of noble familj, who was 
Governor of the Golconda province under the 
Bahmanis took advantage of the distracted state of 
the kingdom undei Muhammad Shah of the Band 
Shahi dynast* and declared his independence 
establishing the Qutub Shahi dynasty which reigned 
from 1512 to 1687 A D 

When the Mughals invaded the Deccan, the local 
rulers formed an alliance against them but after 
defeating the invadeis they fell out among themselves 
enabling the Mughal troops to subdue the country 
Shah Jahan aftei lebelling against his father fled from 
Burhanpur and was welcomed at Golconda by 
Abdullah Qutub Shah In 1635 A D Shah Jahan 
who had then become the emperor sent a farman 
to Golconda which was well received Mir Jumla 
the King s minister appetledto Aurangzeb for help 
against his master m 1655 A D and this afforded a 
pretext for Auiangzeb to invade the teiritory 
Hyderabad was plundeied but Abdullah sued for 
peace and paid arrears of tribute He died in 1674 A D 
and was succeeded by his nephew Abdul Htsan also 
called Tana Slnh After the fall of Bijapur m 
1686 A D Aurangzeb turned his attention to 
Golconda which was taken m the following year 
Tana Shah was made a prisoner and died m 1704 A D 
and with him the Qutub Shahi line ended This 
dynasty was followed by Asaf Jahi djnasty to which 
the piesent Nizams belongs The Asaf Jahi dynasty 
was founded by Asaf Jah a distinguished General of 
Aurangzeb a Turkoman by descent After a long 
service under the Delhi emperor he was appointed as 
Subedar or Viceroy of the Deccan m 1713 A D w,th 
the title of Nizam ul Mulk which has sine* become 
the hereditary title of the family The Mughal empire 
at this period was on the verge of decline owing to 
internal dissensions and attacks from without 
Amidst the general confusion Asaf Jah had little 
difficulty m asserting his independence against the 
degenerate and weak occupants of the throne of 
Delhi, but he had to repel the inroads of Marathas 
who were harassing the west of his newly acquired 
territory His independence was the cause of much 
jealousy at Delhi and the court party secretly instructed 
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Mubariz Khan Governor of Khandesh to oppose him 
by force of arms a battle was fought at Shakarkhelda 
m the Buldana district of Berar m 1724 A D when 
Mubariz khan was totally defeated and lost his life 
This battle established the independence of Asaf Jah 
who annexed Berar and fixed his res dence at Hydera 
bad and established his dominions The Hyderabad 
district along with the rest of the Telangana came 
under the control of the Asaf Jahi dynasty 

After the death of Asaf Jah Nazir Jung his second 
son and Muzaffar Jung his grandson by one of his 
daughters strove for the succession At this time the 
English and the French were contending for supremacy 
m the East and each of the claimants seemed the sup 
port of one of these powers Nazir Jung s cause a as 
espoused by the English while Muzaffar Jurg was 
supported by the French The latter however fell a 
prisoner to his uncle but on the assa>smatioi of 
Nazir Jung Muzaffar Jung was proclaimed the 
sovereign Dupleix the French Governor beamethe 
controller of the Nizam s aathoritv Muzaffar Jung 
was killed by some Pathan Chiefs and the French then 
selected Salabat Jung a brother of Nazn Jung and son 
of Asaf Jah as ruler Ghazi ud Di the eldest son 
cf Asaf Jah who it was alleged had relinquished 
h s claim at first now appeared as a claimant 
supported by the Marathas but his sudden death put 
stop to further struggles The English at d the Fr-, ch 
weie then contesting for pow r and influence m 
the Decent but the victories o\ Clive m the Carn itic 
caused the latter to turn their attention to their own 
possessions which were threatened and to leave Salabat 
Jurg to shift foi himself Nizan All Khan the fourth 
son of Asaf Jan at this jui ctuie obtaned the support 
of the Ei glhh on the p omise of dismissing French 
from his servi e Salabat Ju g was d throned m 1761 
A D and Nizam All Khan was proclaimed ru'er 

jn |766 A ,P the N orthern Circars were ceded 
to the BriThon the condition that the Nizam was to 
befurmshel with a ubsidiary force m time of war 
and reamd 6 hkbs of rupees per annum when no 
troops weie required the Nizam on his part 
promising to support the British with his troops 
This was followed by the treaty of 1768 A D bv 
which the hist India Company and the Nawab of 
Carnatic engaged to assist the Nizam with troops 
wherever required by him on payment In 
1790 A D war broke out between Tipu Sultan and 
the British and a treaty of alliance was concluded 
between the Nizan ih* Marathas and the British 


Tipu however concluded peace and had to 
relinquish half of his dominions which was divided 
among the allies In 1798 A D another treaty 
was concluded between the Nizam and the British 
On the fall of Sermgapatnam and the death of 
Tipu Sultan th° Nizam participated largely under 
the treaty of Mysore m 1799 m the division of 
territory and his share was increased because of the 
withdrawal of the Pesh was from the treaty In 1800 
a fresh treaty was concluded between the Nizam and 
the British by which Nizam ceded all the territories 
which had accrued xo him under the treaties of 1792 
and 1799 l e Cuddapah Kurnool Anantapur and 
Bellary districts known as the Ceded districts of 
Madras Nizam All Khan died in 1803 and he was 
succeeded by his son Sikandar Jah On the death 
ofSikandar Jah m 1829 his son Nasir ud Douia 
succeeded Nasir ud Douia died m May 1857 and he 
was succeeded by his son Afzal ud Douia In 1869 
on the death of Afzal ud Douia his son Mir Mahbub 
All Khan Bahadur became the ruler As he was only 
three years old thei a regency was constituted for 
the administration of the countn with Salar Jung I 
as Regent and Nawab Shams ul Umara as 
Co Regent the British Resident being consulted on 
al 1 important matt*n> cornering the welfare of the 
Sta^ On the death of the Co Regent m 1877 his 
half brother Nawab vikar ul Umara was apponted 
as co admimstiator but he aLo cued i i 1881, Sir Salar 
Ju g remaining sole administrator and Regent till his 
d.ath in 1883 In 1884 Mu Mahbub All Khan 
having attained rajorit was installed as luler by 
Lord Rippon On the death of Mir Mahbub Ah 
Khan m 1911 Mir Osman All Khan ascended the 
throne In 1947 when the courtrv attained 
mdepenoence the princely states were given the 
choice either to remain independent oi to join the 
Indian Union The Nizam s Dominions became part 
of Indian Union m 1948 as a Part B State In 1956 
during the re organisation of States the Hyderabad 
State was trifurcated and the nine piedommantly 
Telugu speakirg districts cfManbubnagar Hyderabad 
Medak Nizamabad Adilabad, Karunragar, 
Warangal Khammam and Nalgonda known as the 
Telangana region were transferred to Andhra Pradesh 
Major poitions of the predominantly Kannaca 
speaking districts of Raichur Gulbarga and Bidar 
were transferred to Mvsorc State while the Marath- 
wada comprising the five districts of Aurangabad 
Osmanabad, Bhir Parbhani, Nanded and portion of 





PHYSICAL ASPECTS 


Rangareddi district was formed on 15 th August,

covered by some sort of growth Occurences of 
Acacia arabica (Nallathumma) Acacia Sundra 
(Sandra) Borassus flabellifer (Pedda Ita) and phoenix 
sylvestris (Ita) are very common Groves of mango, 
tamarind and guava are commonly found in and 
around the villages Ficus bengalensis (Marri) is a very 
common roadside tree Azadirachta mdica (Vepa), 
Bombax malabaricum (Burugu) Monnga oleifera 
(Munaga)Meli i Axadirachta (Vepa) Feroma Elephan 
turn (Velaga) AegleMarmelos (Maredu)and Anona 
Squamosa (s^eihaphalam) are commonly seen 
in villages 


Forests Rangareddi district cannot boast of 
any important timber yielding forests because of the 
low rainfall and comparatively inferior soil conditions 
aggravated by the ever increasing biotic interference 
The soils have very little plant nutrients and so they 
support only very inferior type of forests The 
forest area in this district covers about 9 7 percent of 
the total geographical area of the district as against 
the minimum of 33i percent desirable according to 
the National Forest Policy The forests are of crop 
type where the trees are generally of stunted growth 
and malformed Natural regeneration is practically 
absent on account of the unchecked grazing by herds 
of cattle goats and sheep and frequent occurrence 
of fires The forests of the district are broadly 
classified into forest types based on the All India 
classification It is broadly classified as southern 
tropical Dry Deciduous Forests *-— 

Climate The summer season starts in the 
district by about middle of March and continues till 
the fir«t week of June The heat m April and May 
is very severe The south west monsoon season 
begins in the first week of June and extends up to 
the end of September December to February is 
the cool season in this district The average annual 
rainfall in the district is 802 1 mm* 

Fauna Before the merger of the Nizam s 
Dominions with the Indian Union these forests were 
the preserve of the members of the royal family and 
the high nobility They were also the abode of 
every species of big and small game But all this 
was of the past The forests receded and they 
formed small pockets in the midst of habitations 
Even these are few and far between, and traversed 
by cart tracks and roads These conditions are not 
conducive to the growth of wild life Black-buck is 
found m small numbers m some of the interior and 
larger of the forest blocks at Rangampalli Tirunala- 
pur Rasam, Anantagin, and Gokafasalwad Wild 
boar is found all over the forests m small numbers 
The peacock and the jungle fowl are found in these 
forest blocks

The district is having two main cropping seasons 
namely Khanf season from June to September and 
Rabi from October to March The paddy cultivated 
during khanf is known as Abi crop and during Rabi 
season as Tabi crop The paddy grown under semidry 
conditions in summer is called as kathera paddy

Rangareddi district occupies a prominent place 
m the State with 45 45 lakhs of poultry The poultry 
farms m the district mostly located around the twin 
cities, are regular suppliers of eggs and poultry meet 
not only to the twin cities but also to Bombay 

Fisheries Rangareddi district has no sea coast 
or major rivers for fishing activities There are about 
1,350 on land sources m the district The Musi river 
with sewage water 7 reservoirs and a few tanks 
which are perennial are some of the sources Most of 
the other sources are irrigation tanks viz, Lakhnapur 
Reservoir m Pargi Block Jutpalle Reservoir m 
Tandur Block and Kotpalle Reservoir m Vicarabad 
Block 

There are 177 long seasonal tanks, 8 reservoirs, 

6 Musi river segments and 11 Katlwas under the 
control of the Fisheries Department, while the other 
sources including irrigation tanks are under the cont¬ 
rol of the Gram Panchayats The Musi river is not 
auctioned for fishing purpose Every body is free to 
catch fish m it Fish culture and fish farming are the 
first and the foremost items in the development of fish 
There are two fish seed farms m the district one at 
Medchal and the other at Snguda 

Forestry The forest area m the district is 
72 795 32 hectares against the geographical area of 

7 56 289 33 hectares Thus the forests occupy 9 6 
percent of the geographical area It is much less than 
33 1/3 percent fixed as the desirable minimum m the 
National Forest policy of 1952 It is also much less 
when compared to the State percentage of 23 17 
The role of forests m the economic development of 
the district is therefore not significant The forests 
of the district are mostly thorny shrubs The species 
that occur in these forests include Teak, Nallamaddi 
Chirumanu Eppa Bijasal Chenangi, Sail, Satm 
and Sandal The important forest products obtained 
from the forests of this district include firewood, 
small timber beedi leaves fodder grass, mohwa 
flower Mohwa seed, Karanj seed amla marking 
nut Chironji nirmoli Sitaphal honey wax and Rosa 
grass In a predominantly agricultural district like 
Rangareddi, the average ryot and the agricultural la¬ 
bourer depend a gre t deal on the forests for agricultu¬ 
ral implements grazing of cattle and other livestock 
and green leaves for manuring As the forests of this 
district are unable to meet the local requirements the 
people of this district purchase wood from the twin 
cities of Hyderabad and Secunderabad The forests 
and the scattered trees abutting the twin cities are 
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being destroyed due to industrialisation, development 
of housing colonies, grazmgand browsing of cattle, 
sheep and goats, indiscriminate felling of trees and 
shrubs to meet the demand for fuel and timber, and 
frequent burning of forests by the graziers to induce 
flesh of grass to grow m summer 

The forests provide employment to the working 
class during slack agricultural seasons m forest opera¬ 
tions like raising nurseries, plantation and forest based 
cottage industries like basket making, rope making, 
making of platters mat-weaving and collecting beedi 
leaves

Indian Drugs and pharmaceuticals limited, 


Hindustan Machine Tools, Hindustan Aeronautics 
Limited, Hindustan Cabels Limited, Electronics 
Corporation of India Limited Indian Detonators 
Limited Hyderabad Allwyn Metal works, Usha 
works and others necessitated the setting up of 
another 132 KV ring main and sub-staions of 33K.V 
with capacities varying from 12 to 15 MVA near the 
Allwyn Metal works Indian Drugs and Pharmaceu 
ticals Limited, Hindustan Machine Tools at 
Ibrahimbagh, Moula All and Uppal respectively 
These industries use the HT/LT services to the 
extent of 5,938 There are two divisions of the 
Electricity Board to look after the area covered by 
Rangareddi district and a part of the urban area 

There are 949 inhabit d villages m Rangareddi

There is a concentration of slab polishing units 
m Tandur and its surrounding There are also certain 
polishing units functioning at Chevella and Rajendra 
nagar blocks due to their proximity to Hyderabad 
city Quartz deposits are being exploited for indus¬ 
trial purpose by calcination and pulverising, and 5 
units are proposed to be started at Rajendranagar, 
Hayathnagar, Ibrahimpatnam and Medchal areas m 
small scale sector and a medium sized glass factory in 
Medchal Similarly Fuller s earth is being exploited

Cement grade limestone has not yet been exploited

blending suitably 

Industries Rangareddi district has the 
largest number of agro based industries Further 
the district ranks first m respect of chemical and allied 
industries m the state The largest number of engi¬ 
neering units m the state are found only m Rangareddi 
district A brief account of the working of the various 
large and medium scale industries m the district is 
presented below 

There are 34 engineering industries m the Ranga 
reddi district, of which six are m public sector and 
twenty eight m private sector 

The Hindustan Machine Tools popularly known 
as H M T a Government of India undertaking opened 
a machine tools division m this district in 1965 It 
has a capital outlay of Rs 10 65 crores and is located 
on the Narsapur Road The products of this unit 
manufactured in collaboration with some world fam¬ 
ous companies include special purpose machines, 
blowing machines milling machines and automatic 
lathes A separate press division was setup in 1971 
for manufacturing hydraulic and mechanical presses 
press balls joint presses and haulers (mining machm 
ery) at a cost of Rs 5 crores It also established a 
lamp division consisting of electric bulbs making ma 
chinery section lamp factory glass factory 
component factory at an estimated cost of Rs 10 
crores m 1974 It received a licence to manufacture 
fluorescent lamps m 1979 It has also setup m 1981 
the Central Metal Forming Institute at the adjacent 
complex 3 950 persons are employed in all the divi- 
sons of the factory The products enjoy external 
market in addition to local demand 

The Indo-Nippon Precision Bearings limited is 
the only bearings manufacturing company m the 
public sector It was established m Moula All m 
1965 with a capital outlay of Rs 9 35 crores and it 
started production in 1970 as a subsidiary of the 
Andhra Pradesh Industrial Development Corporation 
manufacturing ball bearings and cylindrical roll 
bearings under the brand name of Koyo-India The 
brand name has been changed to Indo Nippon Precision 
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Bearings in 1979 consequent on the expiry of the 
agreement with Koyo Seiko Limited The name of 
the company was changed to Hyderabad Bearings 
Limited with effect from December 1981 A total 
number of 973 persons are employed m this 
company 


The Republic Forge company limited a State 
Government undertaking was established in 1957 with 
a capital of Rs 3 35 crores at MoulaAli It went 
into regular production in early 1968 It has been 
set up m technical collaboration with M/s Sari 
Renault Engineering of Paris, a French Government 
undertaking About 865 persons are employed m it 
The production of the concern is 9,000 tonnes of steel 
forgings spring, steel clips and clamps per annum 
The products of the company are sold in Hyderabad 
and m Maharashtra, Tamil Nadu, Karnataka Kerala 
and Uttar Pradesh 


The Vetjan-Hydrair (P) Limited, established at 
Balanagar and incorporated in 1965, went into pro 
duction during 1967 It manufactures pneumatic and 
hydraulic equipment It has a capital investment of 
Rs 253 lakhs and employ 302 persons The 
production of this company as at the end of March 
1984 was worth Rs 138 crores The company also 
promoted another company at Patancheru in Medak 
district known as M/s Denison Hydraulics India 
Limited 


The Hyderabad Allwyn Limited formerly known 
as the Hyderabad Allwyn Metal works limited was 
established m 1942 at Sanathnagar by the then 
Nizam s Government It was managed by the Birlas 
for over 10 years In 1969, it was taken over by the 
Government of Andhra Pradesh It has a total 
investment of Rs 41 20 crores and provides employ¬ 
ment to about 5,100 persons Its main products are 
refrigerators, water coolers, washing machines L P G 
Cylinders, domestic and office furniture, industrial 
sewing machines, bus bodies andtrailors, watches 
and scooters 

The Krishna Engineering (P) Limited established 
m I960 at Sanathnagar has a total capital investment

and achieved the installed capacity by 1972 It is 
considered to be the biggest and most sophisticated of 
its kind m Asia It took up the manufacture of 16 
basic drugs to begin with and subsequently 24 more 
were added Besides drugs, it also manufactures drug 
intermediates and medicines It has an authorised 
capital of Rs 2,143 lakhs and 5,357 workers are emp 
loyed m this company The company is having a

The Andhra Pradesh Electrical Equipment 
Corporation a public sector undertaking, was started

Rs 3 39 crores and provides employment to 921 
persons The other prominent company is the Thana 
Electric Supply Company Limited, at Sanathnagar 
Its products include various types of power 
transformers synthetic liquid electrical steel 
stampings and lammators for captive consumption 
Its capital mvestmens is Rs 80 lakhs About 80 
persons work in this company 

Textile Industries Spinning and weaving 
is one of the prominent medium scale industries in 
the district There are three spinning weaving and 
textile mills in the district They are (i) penguin 
Textiles Limited at Tarnaka (2) Telangana Spinning 
and weaving mills at Balanagar and (3) Sanghi 
Textiles processers (Private) Limited at Omerkhan 
Daira Koheda, Cotton Yarn of different counts is 
manufactured m these mills The total capital 
investment of these units is Rs 434 lakhs and persons 
employed are 1 060 

Leather Industries The Hyderabad Tanneries 
Limited is the only leather industrial unit worth 
the name m the district situated at Darga Hussain 
Shahwali It was transferred by the Government 
to the Leather Industries Development corporation 
of Andhra Pradesh (LIDCAP) during 1973 At 
the time of the take over by the LIDCAP, it had a 
capital investment ofRs 55 lakhs and 192 persons 
on its rolls Finished leather, produced m the above 
Tannery is used in the manufacture of footwear and 
leather goods are sold to individual artisans m this

Food and Agro processing Industries The 

united Breweries Limited at Nacharam is the only 
concern which confines its activity to the manufacture 
of beer This company was set up m 1970 with a 
total capital investment of Rs 47 lakhs and it provides 
employment to 105 persons As for the manufacture 
of Indian made Foreign Liquor and wines is concern¬ 
ed there are three units m the organised sector They 
are (1) Shaw Wallace and Company limited (Andhra 
Winery & Distillery) at Malkajgin, (2) M/s Me 
Dowell and Company Limited (Distillery Division) 
at Nacharam and ( 3 ) Vmedale Distilleries Limited, 
at Gaganpahad These units were set up with a total 
capital investment of Rs 31911 lakhs and provide 
employment to 870 persons 
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The Charminar Bottling company at Katedhan is 
engaged in the manufacture of soft drinks and Carbo 
rated water It was established m the private sector 
in 1982 with a capital investment of Rs 90 70 lakhs 
providing employment to 100 persons m the concern 

The tobacco units constitute another major industry 
of the district in view of the abundant quantity of toba 
cco available in the state The Nava Bharat Tobacco 
company Limited was established m 1971 at Uppal 
with an installed capacity of 7 600 million cigaretts 
per annum The commercial production was started 
in 1974 The total capital investment of the company 
is Rs 449 lakhs About 700 persons are employed in 
this concern The company provides plain and filter 
cigarettes 


The Brooke Bond India Limited set up a factory 
at Ghatkesar m 1946 and it commenced its operation 
m 1947 It processes various types of tea and 
coffee and provides employment to 950 persons The 
capital investment of this unit is Rs 788 64 lakhs 


The Andhra Pradesh Child Nutrition Council 
(Ready to Eat Processed Food Factory) now called 
REPTRON was set up at Nacharam with the help of 
CARE (Co operative for American Relief Every¬ 
where), during 1977 to provide Midcay meals in the 
form of protein ernched sev to nearly 3 lakhs school 
gon g chilcren and pre school children, pregnant 
women and lactating mothers n Rangareddi and 
three other districts The capital mvestmert of this 
proj it is Rs 220 lakhs The working capital is met 
by the Government of Andhra Pradesh it produces 
about Rs 3 crores worth nutritious food in the form 
of sev Murukulu and snacks in a year a total 
rumba of 106 persons are employed in this unit

The Modern Food Industry (India) Limited

at Tarnaka and Andhra Engineering Research Labo 
ratory at Rajendranagar 

In a meeting held in 1955 the All India Small 
Scale Industries Board recommended the setting up 
of industrial estates all over the country to give 
pullup m the growth of small scale industries by pro¬ 
viding financial and technical assistance and other 
facilities to the prospective entrepreneurs In pursu¬ 
ance of this, the Government set up the Andhra 
Pradesh Industrial Infrastructure corporation Limited 
m 1973 to play a catalystic role in the creation of 
industrial infrastructure and help the establishment 
and development of large, medium and small scale 
industries It also aimed at coordinating all other 
agencies In this district, the Corporation initially 
covered the four Industrial Estates, an assisted private 
Industrial Estate, a satellite Industrial Estate, seven 
Industrial Development areas and an Autonag ir 


The Industrial Estate at Sanathnagar is a model 
estate in India This was the earliest to be set up in 
1958 on an extent of 91 acres (about 37 hectares) 
There are 111 industries m the estate The total 
investment on the estate by the Government was 
Rs 818 lakhs, while on machinery by the entrepre 
neurs was about Rs 500 lakhs The important items 
of manufacture are engineering goods, electrical and 
electronic components and chemical and allied 
products All these units together are providing 
employment to about 5,000 persons 

The Industrial Estat a at Vicarabad was inaugu 
rated in 1967 on an area measuring 3162 acres 
(12 8 hectares) 

This estate was set up in 1965 on an extent of 
5160 acres (20 9 hectares) at Moula All This estate 
was inaugurated m 1978 on a plot measuring 126 5 
acres (612 hectares) The estate consists of 131 plots 
and 6 sheds 

Due to good response from the entrepreneurs to 
set up Industries m Balanagar area, an area 
comprising 55 05 acres was acquired during 1963 64, 
adjacent to the industrial estate, Sanathnagar at a 
cost of Rs 11 lakhs 81 plots were developed in the 
estate and allotted to the entrepreneurs 

Poultry Blacksmithv, carpentry, soap oil and 
leather and tanning industries are the artisanbased 
industries in the district They are concentrated m 
all the blocks The number of units are 3,178 and 
6,376 persons are employed m them The mam 
items of production in the above units are country 
tiles earthen ware, agricultural implements, 
bullock carts, chappals tanning of hides, soap and 
oil

Places of Tourist Interest 

Keesra (Medchal Taluk) This village lies at 
a distance of about 32 kilometres from Hyderabad 
city in the north-east direction and ten kilometres 
from Ghatkeswar railway station on the Hyderabad- 
Vijayawada Railway line Keesra is also known as 
Keesragutta The village derived its name from the 


Sanskrit word Kesan (Hanuman) and m course of 
time it became Keesra Another version is that this 
place was associated in the past with the deity 
Lakshminarasimha whose temple is situated at a short 
distance from the famous Ramahngeswara temple 
on the hillock of Keesra An interesting and peculiar 
feature of the temple is that it feces west Keesra 
gutta appears to have had a glorious past as is 
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evident from the ruins of an old fort and some stone 
pillars below the hillock There is a stone pillar on 
the top of this hillock bearing the sculptures of 
vighnesvara, Anjaneya and the incarnations of 
Mahavishnu The Brahmotsavam of Ramalingesvara, 
popularly known &s the Keesra Jatara held annually 
on the Mahasivar itri day is the mam attraction of the 
place 

Medchai ( Medchal Taluk ) Medchal the 
headquarters of the taluk of the same name lies at a 
distance of 32 kilometres to the north of Hyderabad 
It was or gmally known as Medichalam (Medi means 
fig and Chelama means spring) but it later came to 
be known as Medchal This place was once a 
pleasure resort for the early Muslim rulers of 
Hyderabad who constructed a beautiful mansion here 
There is a temple of Ramalingesvara on a hillock of 
61 metres height at a distance of three furlongs 
(half a Km ) to the west of the village This temple 
received the pitronage of the Kakatiyas The 
mosque 61 metres high at the place was constructed 
during the time of Aurangzeb 

Arutla (Ibrahimpatnam Taluk) This village is 
situated at a distance of sixteen Kms from Ibrahim 
patna m and 39 Kms from Hyderabad amidst the 
Ibrahimpatnm and Rachakonda hills Arutla was 
originally known as Aruputla This village was 
hi toncally associated with the rule of Sarvajna Singa 
Bhupala who rulled ever Rachakonda m the first half 
of the 15th century AD An interesting feature of 
the place is that at a distance of four kilometres from 
the village there is a ‘Bugga (spring) which is said to 
he a perennial one flowing, unlike others, from east 
to west the idols of Siva and his consort Parvati are 
found at the spot 1 he Bugga Jatara, which is being 
held for the last one and a half centuries is celebra 
ted annually on Kartika Sudha Purnima and 
thousands of devotees congregation tins occasion 

Ibrahimpatnam (Ibrahimpatnam Taluk ) 

Ibrahimpatnam is situated at a distance of 
32 kilometres from Hyderabad city on the Hyderabad 
Nagarjunasagar Road The place derived its name 
from Ibrahim Qutb Shah who ruled over the 
Oolconda Kingdom from A D 1550 to 1580 The 
temples of Hanuman, Chennakesava, Narasimha, 
■the Dargah of Ibrahim Qutb Shah the chilla 


(building) on the tankbund raised m memory of the 
Muslim preacher Hazrat All and the 46 metres high 
mosque constitute the places of worship of the Hindus 
and Muslims 

Among the works of public utility executed at 
the place during the reign of Ibrahim Qutb Shah the 
tank of Ibrahimpatnam was the most important and 
it irr gates over 480 hectares The Rangapur 
observatory, an important link in the chain of 
astronomical observatories in India is situated near 
Rangapur village (Ibrahimpatnam taluk) about 
56 kms from Hyderabad City It is reported to 
cotam the largest telescope in South East Asia 

Rajendranagar (Rajendranagar Taluk) 

Rajendranagar is the taluk headquarters and is 
situated at a distance of 20 Kms from Hyderabad 
It is the seat of the Andhra Pradesh Agricultural 
University 

Shamshabad (Rajendranagar Taluk) 

Shamshabad lies at a distance of 21 Kilometres from 
Hyderabad and it is the only major town m the taluk 
The place has become very famous for the large extent 
of Anab Shahi Vineyards especially after the 
formation of Andhra Pradesh m 1956 Husain Alam 
Savari Dargah is an important place of worship m 
the locality 

Gandipet (Rajendranagar Taluk) This 
village is situated at a distance of 19 Kms to the 
west of Hyderabad The village was founded in 
connection with the construction of the Osman sagar 
dam across the Musi m 1919-20 The catchment 
area of the dam is 738 Sq Kms and the total length 
is 3,108 metres The dam was designed to control 
the floods m the Musi and supply drinking water to 
the residents of Hyderabad and Secunderabad The 
pleasant and beautiful gardens the comfortable 
rest houses and the placid expanse of water have 
made this place a tourist attraction and become the 
usual resort for picnics 

Osmansagar (Rajendranagar Taluk) This 
is one of the biggest dams m the State constructed 
across the Musi The pleasant and beautiful gardens, 
the comfortable rest-houses and the placid expanse 
of water made this place a tourist attraction 
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Himayatsagar (Rajendranagar Taluk) Tins 
huge lake is situated at a distance of thirteen kilo¬ 
metres from Hyderabad and the area surrounding 
the H'mayatsagar is now known as Rajendranagar 
The lake presents a picturesque scenery and is a 
picnic spot 

Kidwai Gardens (Rajendranagar Taluk) 

These botanical gardens are at Rajendranagar and 
they are under the control of the State Agricultural 
Department The place is a picnic spot and a holiday 
resort for many 

Chevella (Chevella Taluk ) Chevella the 
headquarters of the taluk of the same name is situa 
ted at a distance of 42 Kilometres from Hyderabad 
city and 31 Kms from Vicarabad railway station 
The temple of Venkateswara is the important place of 
worship here The Natherlands Foundation for 
Child Welfare has sponsored the establishment of an 
integrated child care project m India and it is grati 
fying to note that Chevella block has been selected 
for locating this project This project came into 
being in April, 1969 The project aims at providing 
care to the expectant mothers and total care and 
welfare to the child from birth to its adult age The 
headquarters of the Dnector, Indian Bureau, Indo- 
Dutch Project for Child Welfare, is however located 
at Hyderabad 

Shah ad (Chevella Taluk) Shabad lies at 
a dictance of 16 Kms west of Shadnagar railway 
station Shabad is famous for the stones useful 
for flooring A big tank known as the Pahalwan 
Talab which irrigates nearly 202 hectares, is a place 
of attraction in the village The most important 
festival celebrated at the place is the (Jrs of Pahalwan 
Shah Dargah when a large number of Muslims and 
Hindus congregate 

Ananthagiripalle (Anthaginpalle) (Vicarabad 
Taluk) This village lies at a distance of four kilometres 
from Vicarabad It was thus named because it lies on 
the Ananthagin range of hills The river Musi takes 
its birth near Sivareddipet and after flowing through 


three taluks of Hyderabad district and the city it 
joins the Krishna near Vadapalle in Nalgonda 
district On either side of the road there are big 
mango-groves and the village is surrounded by a 
thick forest Because of the bracing weather and 
salubrious climate a T B Samtonum was construe 
ted at the place Ananthagiripalle is considered 
important on account of the existence of the famous 
temple of Ananthasvami The peculiarity of this 
temple is that there is no idol inside the shrine The 
hill is considered as sacred as the Seshadri, the abode 
of Venkatesvara It is believed to be the tail-end of 
the hill range commencing at Ahobilam in Kurnool 
distnct 

Vicarabad (Vicarabad Taluk) Vicaiabad 
lies at a distance of 83 Kms from Hyderabad and is 
a railway station on the Secunderabad Bombay broad 
gauge line The town is located at a height of 1 153 
metres above the mean sea level On account of the 
fine weather the place serves as a tourist centre and 
a summer resort in the district 

Tandur (Tandur Taluk) This place was a small 
Jagir prior to the creation of Hyderabad district, in 
Kodangal taluk in Gulbarga district It is a noted 
business centre especially for the famous Shabad 
stone slabs 

Yelal (Elal) (Tandur Taluk) This village lies at 
a distance of eight kilometres from Tandur Railway 
station and 51 Kms from Vicarabad railay station 
It is a place of confluence of the rivers Kagna and 
Kakaraveni Big bricks and the idols of Buddha 
were found when the earth was dug at the place and 
it is believed to have been a Buddhist centre in the 
past 

Alwal (Vallabhnagar Taluk) Alwal is a 
Railway station on the Medchal Umdanagar line of 
Secunderabad Manmad metre gauge section of the 
south Central Railway The temple of Balaji 
(Venkatesvara) is the most important place of 
worship here More than 250 years ago one Raja 
Chandulal, a Marwadi, got this temple constructed 
The temples of Jagannadha and Hannman at the 
place are equally revered 



CENSUS CONCEPTS 


Rural and urban areas It is customary to 
classify the population of every country at each 
census as Rural and Urban Such a classification has 
considerable importance and is necessary from the 
point of assessing the differentials in the social 
economic cultural and demographic characteristics of 
the population Hence at the beginning of each 
census the criteria for treating a place as a town 1 e, 
urban are evolved and the areas are then classified 
according to the definition so evolved The census 
definition of a town in this country was more or less 
the same from 1891 to 1941 The towns broadly 
comprised all municipalities irrespective of the popu¬ 
lation size and every other continuous collection of 
houses permanently inhabited by not less than 5,000 
persons while provincial Directors of Census Opera 
tion having regard to the character and relative 
density of population their importance as centres of 
trade decide them to be towns In the application of 
this definition there was some variation from State to 
State according to the local conditions It was only 
at the 1961 census that a fairly strict definition was 
sought to be applied throughout the country m order 
to determine a place as an urban unit The same 
definition was followed at the 1971 and 1981 Censuses 
also The Director of Census Operations however, 
was given discretion to include places that had other 
distinct urban characteristics and to exclude undeser 
vmg cases in consultation with the State Government 
The following criteria are adopted for treating a place 
as urban at the 1 981 Census 

i) A minimum population of 5,000 

n) Atleast 73% of the male working population 
is in non agricultural pursuits 

in) A density of population of atleast 400 persons 
perSq Km 

The urban criterion of 1981 varies slightly from 
that of 1961 and 1971 Censuses, in which the males 
working in activities such as fishing, logging etc, 
were treated as engaged in non agricultural activities 
and therefore contributed to the 75% criterion in 1961 


and 1971 Censuses whereas in the 1981 Census these 
activities are treated as on par with cultivation and 
agricultural labour for the purpose of this criterion 

The towns are distnbuted into six classes as 
detailed below 

Classification of towns Population size 

Class I 1,00000 and above 

Class II 50 000-99 999 

Class III 20000-49 999 

Class IV 10000-19,999 

Class V 5 000-9 999 

Class VI below 5 000 

The class I towns are termed as cities 

Standard urban Areas Besides classifica¬ 
tion of all places into rural and urban areas two 
more concepts viz Urban Agglomeration and 
Standard Urban Area were evolved from the 1971 
Census One of the difficulties m comparing the 
urban population and its characteristics between one 
census and another, apart from the changes m the list 
of certain units at each census had been the change 
in the jurisdictions of the urban units from census to 
census The concept of Standard Urban Area had 
been introduced at the 1971 census and the same was 
followed in 1981 with a view to obviating this diffi¬ 
culty to some extent The essentials of a Standard 
Urban Area are (l) that it should have a core town of 
a minimum population size of 50,000 (u) that the 
contiguous areas made up of other urban as well as 
rural administrative units should have close mutual 
socio economic links with the core town and (in) that 
there are probabilities of this entire area getting fully 
urbanised in a period of two or three decades The 
idea is that it should be possible to provide compara¬ 
ble data for a definite area of urbanisation conti¬ 
nuously for three decades which would give a 
meaningful picture This replaced the concept of 
town group which was introduced m the 1961 Census 
The town group was made up of independent urban 
units not necessarily contiguous to one another but 


i 
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were to some extent inter dependent The data for 
such town groups become incomparable from census 
to census as the boundaries of towns themselves 
change and the intermediate areas are left out of 
account Thus the concept of Standard Urban Area 
came to be developed for adoption at the 1971 Census 
In Andhra Pradesh 31 units have been selected for 
demarcating Standard Urban Areas The necessary 
data will be complied for these units also during the 

next two or three successive censuses in orderto study 
urbanisation around a Urge nuclei The Standard 
Urban Area is identified by the administrative 
units that it encompasses namely the city the town 
and the villages The boundaries of the Standard 

Urban Area are the administrative boundaries of the 

peripheral units 

Urban Agglomeration Apart from town/city 
the 1971 concept of Urban Agglomeration has also 
been adopted for the 1981 Census An urban agglo 
meration constitutes 

a) A city with continuous outgrowth (the part of 
the outgrowth being out of the statutory limits 
but falling within the boundaries of adjoining 
village or villages), 

b) One town with similar outgrowth or two or 
more adjoining towns with their outgrowths 
as in (at 

c) A city and one or more adjoining towns with 
their outgrowths all of which form a conti 
nuous spread 

There are only 4 urban agglomerations m the 
state viz, Vishakhapatnam, Rajahmundry, Vijaya 
wada and Hyderabad 

Census House A census house is a building 
or part of a building having a separate main entrance 
from the road or common courtyard or staircase 
etc, used or recognised as a separate unit It may 
be inhabited or vacant 

Household A household is a group of persons 
who commonly live together and would take their 
meals from a common kitchen unless the exigencies 
of work prevented any of them from doing so There 
may be one member household, two member house 
hold or multi member household For census 


purposes each one of these types is regarded as 
household Again, there may be household of 
persons related by blood or household of unrelated 
persons or even of mixed type Examples of unrelated 
households are boarding houses hostels, residential 
hotels orphanages rescue houses, ashrams, etc 
These are called institutional households 

Scheduled Castes/Scheduled Tribes Sche¬ 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes are those notified 
under Article 341 of the constitution according to 
which the President may with respect to any State or 
Union Territory and where it is State after consulta¬ 
tion with the Governor thereof, by public notification 
specify the castes races or tribes which shall for the 
purpose of the constitution be deemed to be Scheduled 
Castes / Tribes in relation to that State or Union 
Territory as the case may be 

For the purpose of 1981 Census, the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes orders, (Amendment) 
Act 1976 notified under the Government of India, 
Ministry of Home affairs, Notification No BC 
12016/34/76-SCT-V dated 27 7 1977 was adopted 
A copy of the list of Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes in Andhra Pradesh is given under 
the note on Primary Census Abstract 

Literates A person who could both read and 
write any language with understanding was treated as 
a literate at the 1981 Census A person who could 
merely read but could not write or vice versa was not 
treated as literate The test for reading was ability to 
read any simple letter either in print or in manuscript 
Children aged 4 years and below were treated as 
illiterates The test for education was that a person 
should have passed a recognised written examination 
or examinations as proof of educational level 
attained The highest examination passed was taken 
as the level of education 

Worker The definition of work adopted in 
1981 Census is as follows 

“Work may be defined as participation in any 
economically productive activity Such participa¬ 
tion may be physical or mental in nature Work 
involves not only actual work but also effective 
supervision and direction of work ’ 
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In the concept of work a significant departure is 
made at the 1981 Census At the 1971 Census the 
main activity of a person was initially enquired 
according as he spent his time basically as a ‘worker, 
engaged m production of goods and services or as a 
non-worker For regular work m organised sector 
the refernce period was the week prior to enumeration, 
and for seasonal work such as agriculture, etc, the 
last one year Persons engaged atleast for a day in 
regular (non-seasonal) work during the preceding 
week were treated as workers The work of a person 
who was basically a non worker such as a student* 
or housewife but had made some marginal contribu¬ 
tion to work was classified as secondary work and 
this was recorded separately 

At the 1981 Census it was considered desirable 
to have as detailed a profile of the working popula¬ 
tion as possible, maintaining the comparability with 
1961 and 1971 data An attempt was made to find 
out if a person had done any work at all during the 
last year It will thus be seen that the questions on 
economic approach have been designed to distinguish 
all the workers, regular or seasonal and non-workers 
with reference to the last one year prior to the date of 
enumeration It was intended to find out how many 
had worked for 183 days or more i e, 6 months or 
more and information regarding the secondary work 
done by regular workers and also the marginal work 
done by the non workers was collected It was felt 
m the present context that the usual status of worker 
was more appropriate when compared with the 
approach of current status of worker followed earlier 
The broad classification of workers is explained under 
the note on the Primary Census Abstract 

Non workers All others who did not do 
any productive work irrespective of whether they 
derived some income such as through pension, rents, 
etc, or did not derive any income were classified 
under category (X) non workers 

The non workers are divided into the following 
seven categories 


1 Household duties l e all those persons 
basically engaged in unpaid home duties 
doing no other work 

2 Students i e all full time students or 
children attending school 

3 Retired persons or a rentier i e, a retired 
person not employed again or rentier or 
royalty receiver or any other person of 
independent means for securing which he 
does not have to work and who does no 
other work 

4 Dependent 1 e, an infant or child not 
attending school a person permanently dis¬ 
abled from working due to illness or old age 
or if able bodied who have no other activity 
and who are not seeking any work either 
but are purely dependent 

5 Beggars etc le beggars vagrants or an 
independent woman without indication of 
source of income and those of unspecified 
source of subsistence and who are not engaged 
in any economically productive work 

6 Institutional inmates i e, a convict in a jail 
or an inmate of penal mental or charitable 
institution and 

7 Other non workers all non-workers who may 
not come under any of the above six cate¬ 
gories 

Marginal Workers A Significant feature of 
the 1981 Census was the collection of information on 
marginal workers who had done some work for a 
period of less than 6 months during the reference 
year prior to census taking At the 1971 Census 
though this concept was not introduced there was a 
comparable category called non workers with second¬ 
ary work 



HISTORY OF DISTRICT CENSUS HANDBOOK 


District manuals compiled and published prior to 
1905 by the erstwhile composite Madras Government 
contained not only particulars of items of more or 
less a permanent character such as physical characte 
ristics history religion and ethnography but also a 
few statistical tables including those relating to 
population which became obsolete within a few years 
of publication Later the Madras Government 
replaced the District manuals by another publication 
viz the District Gezetteer consisting of two volumes 
AandB Volume A contained descriptive and such 
general tables as might be necessary to explain the 
text and volume B contained detailed statistics It was 
decided that volume B should be brought out peno 
dically after each Decennial Census so that they 
contain the latest statistics Volume A was published 
for some districts between 1905 and 1927 in the 
composite Madras State The publication of volume 
A was discontinued m 1927 Volume B was published 
for all the districts of the composite Madras State 
between 1906 and 1915 The publication of volume B 
was also stopped after 1931 Census Due to the II 
world war, they were not published after the 1941 
Census 

Similarly in the erstwhile Hyderabad State also 
the Gazetteer volumes were brought out for some of 
the districts 

The scheme of publication of revised District 
Gazetteers was started in 1958 by the State Govern 
mentsand in this State, the Gazetteers of all the 
districts except Ongole has been published 

The Village Statements Apart from the 
District Manual and Gazetteers the Census data upto 
village level used to be published m a brochure called 
‘Village Statement for each District immediately after 
every census from 1872 upto 1941 

The village statements presented only the number 
of occupied houses and population by religion of each 
village and town From 1951 Census, the village 
statements were replaced by the District Census 
Handbooks 


District Census Handbooks Sri R A Gopala 
Swamy ICS the then Registrar General, India and 
Ex officio Census Commissioner of India pioneered 
the id^a of compiling the District Census Handbooks 
for each district and introduced the same in 1951 
Census This was envisaged as part of the plan 
intended to secure an effective method of preserving 
the census records prepared for areas below the dis 
tnct level He proposed that all the District Census 
Tables and Census Abstracts prepared during the 
process of sorting and compilation should be 
bound together in a single manuscript volume called 
the District Census Handbook and suggested to the 
State Governments that the Handbook with or without 
the addition of other useful information relating to the 
District should be printed and published at their own 
cost in the same manner as the village statistics of the 
earlier censuses This suggestion was accepted by 
most of the State Governments Both the composite 
Madras State and the erstwhile Hyderabad State 
accepted this suggestion and published the District 
Census Handbooks for each district at their own cost 
In the erstwhile Hyderabad State, the District Census 
Handbooks were brought out in two parts Part I 
containing the administrative statistics and Part II the 
census tables Whereas in composite Madras State, the 
Handbooks were brought out m one single volume 
for each district 

Pattern of District Census Handbook 
at 1961 At the 1961 Census, the scope of the 
District Census Hnadbooks was enlarged significantly 
by Sri Ashok Mitra, I C S, the then Registrar 
General, India District Census Handbooks of 1961 
of Andhra Pradesh included four parts The first 
part contained narrative description of the physical 
features history, social economic and demographic 
characteristics, the progress made m each field of 
administration over the past decades and a brief 
gazetteer of places The second part contained the 
administrative statistics of various departments The 
third part contained the 1961 Census tables viz, 
General population tables, economic tables on 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes The fourth 
part consisted of village and town directory which was 
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the most vital part of the Handbook giving the village 
wise and town wise Primary Census Abstract 1 e 
particulars of area, households population scheduled 
castes scheduled tribes literacy broad categorisation 
of working population, etc Important amenities 
such as educational, medical public health and 
communication facilities available were also indicated 
against each village and town Nine such tables 
containing village wise particulars such as irrigation 
sources important crops raised, value of land, 
cooperative societies industrial establishments, police 
stations list of skilled craftsmen etc were given 
after village and town directory A statement on fairs 
and festivals m the district was given at the end of 
the volume All these four parts were bound m a single 
volume and published at the cost of the State 
Government 

Pattern at 1971 Census At the 1971 Census 
it was decided to enlarge the scope, in view of its 
usefulness to the official users of the census data and 
the increased demand among the public There was 
some delay in the publication of District 
Census Handbooks at 1961 Census due to two reasons 
1) inadequate printing facilities and 2) delay in 
the prepartion of District Census Handbook which 
contained four parts In order to avoid delay in the 
publication and to make available the more important 
data to the planners at the earliest, the District 
Census Handbook was prepared in 3 parts viz, Part A 
Part B and Part C as shown below 

Part — A Village and Town Directory 

Part —B Village and Town Primary Census 
Abstract 

Part — C Admmstrative Statistics and Report 

Parts A and B were bound in a single volume 

and were published for all the districts as early asm 

1974 How ever the printing of Part C was given up 

Pattern at 1981 Census At the 1981 Census, 
the format of village directory and statements of town 
directory are almost similar to those adopted for 
1971 The District Census Handbook of 1981 Census 
comprises of the following two parts brought in single 
volume, the grouping of which would enhance the 
value of publication as the data given therein are 
closely interrelated

It has been decided not to go mfor administrative 
statistics that is Part C as it was our experience during 
1971 Census that there was inordinate delay m collec¬ 
ting 'he administrative statistics pertaining to various 
departments with the result that the publication of 
this part of District Census Handbook was dropped in 
Andhra Pradesh State Other reason for dropping 
the publication is that administrative statistics would 
be available to the data users m the publications of 
the State by Bureau of Economics and Statistics and 
the concerned departments 

The formats of village directory and of seven 
statements on town directory are on the same pattern 
canvassed m 1971 Census except for a few additional 
columns These additional columns are introduced 
to throw more insight into the infrastructure of the 
villages and towns A feature of 1981 pattern is the 
restructuring of all the amenities except power supply 
in the villages and to bring them together with the 
corollary that m case any amenity is not available in 
the village, the distence of the nearest place where 
the facilty is avilable is presented Similar method is 
followed m respect of towns where educational and 
medical facilities are not available While presenting 
the additional columns of Town Directory, the 
Minimum Needs Programme of the Planning 
Commission is kept m view The scope of village 
directory, town directory statements and Primary 
Census Abstract along with the codes used under each 
column are explained hereunder 

Scope of Village Directory As was done in 
the past, the village directory has been prepared for 
all the villages m the State and these are presented 
taluk wise m the District Census Handbook (DCH) 
For convenience of references, an alphabetical list of 
villages together with location code numbers m respect 
of each taluk precede the village directory for that 
taluk This is done for easy location of any village 
in the directory since the information is arranged m 
ascending order of the location codes of the villages 
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In the village directory, various amenities and 
other data have been indicated by codes These 
include, area of the village total population with 
number of households at 1981Census availability of 
amenities such as educational medical drinking 
water and P & T facilities, communication facilities 
type of approach to village and the distance of nearest 

town power supply and land use particulars There 

are 20 columns m the village directory covering the 
above aspects 


Columns 1 to 3 relate to the location code 
number, name and total area of the village The area 
given under column 3 is as per the data collected 
from the State Survey Department Wherever the 
figures are not available from the State Survey 
Department, the figures furnished by the Tahsildars 
have been adopted Columns 4A and 4B provide the 
number of households and population of the village 

as per 1981 Census Columns 5 to 11 and 13 list 
out the basic amenities available m the village such as 
educational, medical, drinking water, postal day of 
the market, communications approach to village and 

electricity,

The extent of culturable waste has been shown in (Column 18) 
column 18 while the area not available for cultivation 
such as village site, road and railways or underwater, 
etc, has been indicated under column 19 

The concepts of various types of land use given 
undereach of the columns 15 to 19 are explained

Column 20 is for recording remarks if any on

All the above particulars are based on the data 
received from the concerned departments like 
Education, Medical, Postal and Electricity and also 
from the Tahsildars concerned

IV A IV B and decadal Statement for three decades 
Leaving Appendix I all other statements dealing on 
different items are introduced newly at 1981 Census 
In the Appendix I to the village directory taluk 
level totals of the amenities have been furnished 
which gives the picture for the district as a whole 

At the 1981 Census additional items viz total 
population and number of households and 
approach to village have been introduced Information 
on population and number of households will be useful 
as ready reference for analysing the data Item 
on communications has been singled out to 
spell m terms of availability of the public transport 
system This is intended to see whether the village is 
served by any mode of transport such as bus or rail 
or waterway It is against this back ground that the 
item on approach to village has been listed separately 
This refers to road etc leading to the vibage and is 
to indicate whether the village is approachable both m 
fair and foul weather and whether it is inaccessible 
for all time or only some time m the year Adult 
literacy class/centre under item on Education and 
primary health centre and community health worker 
under item ‘Medical of village directory are included

All the Sixteen towns have electric supply for

In Andhra Pradesh Domestic Service includes supply 
of energy for lighting fans and domestic purpose m 
domestic premises and supply m poultry farming unite 
upto 100 birds Industrial service means supply for 
purposes of manufacturing processing and for

two primary schools upto say class IV and one high 
school from class I to class X, the number of primary 
schools in the town is given as 3 and that of middle

The column Marginal Workers is an addition to 
the Primary Census Abstract in 1981 Census and was

Household Industry Household industry is

head The industry should not be run on the scale

Other Workers All workers who are not

Physically Handicapped Persons 

Collection of data on physically handicapped 
persons is a special feature of 1981 Census Last 
time this information was collected m 1931 Census 
After the independence the data for the physically 
handicapped persons m our country were collected 
against for the first time along with the househstmg 
operations held m May, 1980 and as such, the 
physically handicapped persons who were available 
m the census houses were alone covered m the survey 
The houseless do not therefore, find a place in this 
survey The physically handicapped persons covered 
are of three types of disabilities totally blind, totally 
crippled and totally dumb The definition adopted 
for physically handicapped is as follows 

“The term of totally crippled refers to such 
persons who have lost their arms or limbs The loss 
of arms or legs or all the four limbs refers to loss of 
both the arms or loss of both legs It is not necessary 
that the disabled should have lost both arms and legs 
The loss of either of these i e, both arms or both 


legs would be sufficient for classification as totally 
crippled Loss of only one arm and/or one leg will 
not classify a person as totally crippled The loss 
here refers to the inability to use and not necessarily 
physical absence Thus, a paralytic who has lost 
the use of both the legs or both the arms will be 
totally crippled, though the legs or arms as such 
are still physically present 

In case when a person unfortunately suffered 
from more than one of the disabilities mentioned 
above, the person was recorded by the greater 
disability For example, if a person was both blind 
and dumb or blind and crippled etc blindness 
was noted for him as blindness is considered as 
greater disability than either dumbness or being 
crippled Similarly, being crippled was considered 
a greater disability than being dumb In an extreme 
case where a person suffered from all the disabilities 
was taken under blind since this is certainly the most 
unfortunate disability
